The experts now report that today, with 
much. experience, if five out of six X-ray 
Specialists agree that.a pdtient’s coin-lesion 
does not look cancerous, the patient had 
better not be operated on. Perhaps it ‘is 
well not to operate even if four out of six 
agree that the nodule is not cancerous. 

If I, personally, had a-nodule in my 
lung which I thought was cancerous, and 
which almost certainly was a daughter- 
growth from cancer elsewhere, I, would 
not care much to have it removed.
